A WERY NARROW ESCAPE. 

” On Sunday, the 6th inst., the 8.x. Hang- 
chow on her passage from Hongkong to 
Shanghai, broke her tail shaft, and los: 
her propeller, and, as she was unable to 
proceed, she anchored under Town Island. 
Mr Vorner, the second officer, and a crew 
wore sent nt 4.30 on Mondéy morning in a 
sinall ship's boat to go to Foochow, in order 
to send a telegram.to Shanghni. He lond- 
ed at Matsu, to try to obtain a pilot, but 
could not gut one, so, at 2 p.m. on the 
same day, he proceeded ‘setoss, bound for 
Sharp Peak, when a strong gle sprang up 
causing a high sca. A large wave capsize 
the bout, throwing all hands into the sea; 
they, however, managed ta scramble hack 
to the boat, which was «mn its keel, ail 
efforts were made to put her right, which 
they succoeded: in domg nftor heing aix 
hours on-the top. 6f the boat. The hout 
being full of ‘water she sank, to’ tha 
gunwales.. “Mr Verner and the crew 
then lashed themselves te tho oars and 
mast’ of the boat which: they had 
placed .athwart the boat. | They Alrift- 
ed with the wind and tide’ til next 
morning; when they wore picked up by 
a fishing junk, ten miles out at sea, and 
after being in the water for nineteen hours, 
The fishermen took then to Pagoda An- 
chorage and handed them over to the Cus- 
toms, who provided clothing and food for 
them. Mr Verher was in o state of insen- 
sibility for a short time, and was brought 
ashore in a naked condition, while two of 
tho crew had gone mad. The only article’ 
Mr Verner recovered, was his watch and 
chain, which was afterwards. picked up in 
the betvom of the boat.. It.was indeed a 
very narrow escape, and we are glad to 
state that Mr Verner and the boat's crew 
have quite recovered from their long im- 
mersion, We-interriowed Mr Verner this 
morning, who kindly gavo us the abore

THE CRETE REBELLION. 


Londen, Auguat 25.—A4 dispatch to the 
Tdeyraph from Athens saya that’ the most 
curious fight which is recorded in Crete up 
to the present time - oequrred yesterday, 
when the Christians in the mountains 
organized a strong expedition against the 
villagos in the Horaklion district. A thou~ 
sind well-armed Turks left Heraklion to 

rotect their proparty. In thw. .pitched’ 
hattle - which—tf olleweesk .the_ Turks wore 
defeated, losing vighty killed and for! 
acvon wounded, - Tho losses of, the Chris- 
tians were amallor, The Cretans captured 
an enormous baoty, hundreds of riflys and 
thousands of shocp fulling inte their ponses- 
sion. 

TThe news of the reverse, according to the 
‘Athons correspondent of the Telegraph 
terribly excited Uie Moslem population of 
Heraklion, The Mohanmedans gathered 
in front of the pulace of the Governnr and 
clamored furiously for aring. The Gover- 
nor refused to-accede to their requests, but 
he was powerless to restore order. He, 
therefore, telegraphed the ‘authorities at 
Conca, warning them of the gravity of the 
situation. ’ | 

The foreign Consuls urged Goorgi Bor- 
vilch, tho recently’ appointed Christian 
Governor of Crete, to take_xtopa to sup. 
press the disorder. The French Consul 
even went do fur as to throuten to order a
